WHICH Is IT? 


Oar attention was drawn by a reader of the 
Vietoria Chronide to an item having reference 
to direct steam communication to, New Westinin- 
ster, and we have been applied to. for informa- 
tion respecting the rocks and reefs which have 
lately appeared so prominent to the local steam- 
érs as to interfere with their safety in making 
the passage from Victoria to this port, and we 
have further been asked whether these ‘rocks 
have not “ growed” there lately. We had pen- 
ned a few lines the other day drawing attention 
to the singular circumstance that occurred, ‘but 
On reflection withdrew them, little thinking at 
the time that the Victoria press would give us 
such a nice opportunity for exposing the malig- 
nant jealousy which presides over the editorial 
genius of the island. The “ Enterprise Rocks” 
—sv named after the steamer Enterprise which 
plied to the Fraser in 1858, from the fact of her 
having strack upon them before the locality was 
surveyed—are situated on the Vaucuouver side of 
Active or Plumper Pass, and are as well known 


; to sea-faring men and as well defined upon Capt. 


Richard’s Admiralty chart as any marine rocks in 
the world can be, and no better or more accurate 
charts were ever published. It therefore fullows 
that the frequent accidents to which the CAron- 
icle alludes. must be attributed to one or other of 
the following cases: First, the act of ranning 
these steamers on was premeditated and platined 
by Victoria jobbers, and the captains have been 
paid for their‘treachery, which, by the by, we 
cannot believe, notwithstanding the weight of 
circumstantial evidence against them: Second- 
ly, that the said captains are incompetent for the 
position they hold, either from inability or inebri- 
éty, achurge equally incredible: against; such 
gentlenien :- Third, that the supposition of our 
friend is correct, viz., that itis a new reef sprung 
lately into existence—that having ‘ growed” 
there recently its position was wholly auknown 
to the mariner, Which of the above alternatives 
will var contemporary assume? It would be 
preposterous to impute either the first or the 
second to such men as Capt. Mouat, who, on a 
rough estimate, must have passed the spot ‘in 
question over‘a thousand: times without haying 
come in contact with any rocks. There is anoth- 
er very strane coincidence involved in thign fair, 
For nearly seven years steamers of all classes, 
from “the little steam-yacht Leviathon to Her 
Majesty’s frigates of war, have passed this ma- 
rine phenomenon at all tides and in/all weather, 
and yet it was reserved till Capt. Thorne was on 
his way hither, to make arrangements for placing 
a line of ocean steamers upon the route to New 
Westminster, to ran two steamers foul of these 
rocks in the space of one week! We would 
not be understood for a single moment tod | insin- 
uate that the presence of that gentleman had any- 
thing to do with the accident ; only the thing 
does look strange, that’s all. We fully expected 
that an attempt would be made to throw, dust 
in the eyes of any person who would essay a new 
enterprise for the benefit of this colony which 
did not bear a primary reference to Victoria in- 


- terests: But we have the satisfaction of feeling 


assured thatin this instance, at least, the attempt 
has proved as futile as it was transparent.: It 
was overdone. A practical man like the gentle- 
man alluded to by the Chronicle, and for whose 
especial benefit the whole drama was enacted, 
mnst see by a glance at the charts that better 
steam navigation cannot be found than the in- 
land waters extending from Olympia to the bor- 
ders of Behring’s Straits. We wish to draw at- 
tention to one more cireumstance. The difficul- 
ties attempted to be raised by our island friends 
if they exist at all, arc as‘much in the way of 
approaching the thriving port-of Nanaimo ; but 
Of course they, like ourselves, must be sacrificed 
for the benefit of the few traders and shop-keep- 
ers located on the borders of a rocky inlet, 
yelept Victoria.

The Rev. R. Jamieson on Dishonesty. 
To the Editor of the British Columbian. ' 

Sin,—In your issue of last Saturday the Rev. 
R. Jamieson charged me with “ literary dishon- 
esty,” “ falsify the record,” etc. 

When past experience tells me how pleasant 
it is to‘have any sort of intercourse with the many 
members of that respectable class with which my 
reverend opponent is connected, I could not/pos- 
sibly confound him with them ; yet as it gives 
his reverence some sort of importance I cahnot 
permit, such a rude attack as he made upon, me 
to pass unnoticed. ; 

A plain statement will dispense with entering 
into » long newpaper controversy, to which I am 
as strongly averse as the Rev. R. Jamieson, 

The |thréad of my views in my pamphlet on 
Education, obliged me to give a brief expasé of 
Luther and Calvin's doctrine. As I had'not their 
original works at my disposa} and would not 
trust my memory, I read some eight or ten Wwrit- 
ers in English, French and Latin, who were ex- 
posing the doctrines of the first Reformers, with 
many quotations to sepport their expose. 1 copied 
from Milner’s End of Religions Controversy the 
quotation I gave in my pamphlet, without adding 
or subtracting one word, and gave the same re- 
ference he gave. I read the same quotation giv- 
en by several writers, French, ete., with exactly 
the same meauing and reference as given by the 
Right Rev. J. Milner, D. D. Was this dishon- 
esty? But asthe Rev. R. Jamieson, with his 
strong belief in my dishonesty, may question 
these statements, I offer him any opportunity he 
may wish of seeing with his own eyes all the 
writers (now nearly a score) whom I have | con- 
sulted, and who give the same expose gnd often 
the same quotation which ['did. Would the Rev. 
R. Jamieson brand all these writers, Frenclimen, 
Irishmen, Englishmen, Germans, Italians,) ete., 
with dishdinesty 2? 1 should respectfully beg him 
to consider that his self-approved “ literal’ trans- 
lation might not be so ‘ correct” as he thinks, 

Althoagh I think that the Rev. R. Jameson 
is mistaken in the meaning he gives to the | very 
passage quoted by himself, I would not charge 
him with dishonesty. Iam not used to call dis- 
honest a |man whuse Opinion or interpretation, 
even of-the Scripture, differs from my own, al- 
though I migtit say there are dishonest French- 
men; Irishmen, Englishmen, ete. 

According to my own interpretation the mean- 
ing of Calvin is not that it cannot enter into [the 
mind of pious men if God predestined men to 
eternal death without any demerit of their own, 
merely by His sovereign will, but the meaning ts 
that it.cannot enter into the mind of pions men 
to expostdlate with God if they are predestined 
to.eternal death by his sovereign will, withont 
any demerit of their own, Had not the Rev. R.

The Young Empire of British America. 

The following passages from the speech delivered by 
the Hon. George Brown, upon the subject of federation, 
in the Canadian Parliament, will be found interesting : 

* * | He was farther in favor of union as making 
us at once the third maritime power in the world. In 
1761, before the war, the United States only built 3,000 
more tons than British North America. That yéar the 
Colonies exported and sold vessels worth nine millions. 
The Colonies own 8,530 vessels, of 930.000 tons. france 
had only 60,000 tons more. Sixty-nine thousand men 
and boys were employed in the fisheries, and as s¢éamen. 
Whetlier as producers of wealth, or as a means /jof de- 
fense, this was most important, as giving us a rank in 
the world, The fisherieg produced’ over $10,000,000; 
over $7,500,000 of exports, besides food for the people 
employed with the ships, making @ total of over sixteen 
and a balf millions of dollars. In the face of the effort 
to develop such great interests, bow petty were the ob- 
jectiong raised, The sea-going tonnage employed was 
nearly five and a half millions, inland nearly seven mil- 
lions of tons, being altogether over twelve millions. 
The United States had only sixteen millions; being only 
one third more, although we bave only the same popu-

ulation of thirty-eight millions, at the same time only 
employed seven and a halt millions of tons. We'would 
become, therefvre, the third maritime power, ranking 
next to Great Britain and the United States: He was 
in favor of union as likely to stunulate immigration.
